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A  building  of  advanced  design,  enclosed  entirely  with  plate  glass 
and  a  concrete  roof  that  will  be  suspended  from  exposed  steel  girders,  is 
to  be  erected  on  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  campus  in  Chicago 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  modern  building  will  serve  as  the  home  of  Illinois  Tech's  depart- 
ments of  architecture  and  industrial  design,  and  of  a  soon-to-be-established 
department  of  urban  and  regional  planning, 

A  model  of  the  building,  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  the 
well-known  architect  who  heads  the  Institute's  department  of  architecture, 
will  be  exhibited  tomorrow  (June  h)   at  a  luncheon  in  the  Chicago  club. 

The  meeting  will  be  attended  by  representatives  of  Chicago's  build- 
ing industry  and  the  various  fields  of  industrial  design  who  have  volunteered 
to  assist  IIT  in  the  future  development  of  its  architecture  and  design  educa- 
tional programs 

The  building  is  being  erected  to  provide  proper  facilities  for  the 
departments  and  to  put  them  under  one  roof  in  connection  with  the  Institute's 
creation  of  a  new  academic  division  which  will  foster  their  individual  opera- 
tions but  permit  meshing  of  their  talents  and  equipment,

The  IIT  industrial  design  department,  widely-known  as  the  Institute 
of  Design,  now  located  at  632  No  Dearborn  street  in  Chicago,  will  be  able 
to  move  to  Illinois  Tech's  modern  Technology  Center  campus  on  Chicago's 
near  south  side  when  the  new  building  is  completedo 

The  building  will  be  the  20th  erected  during  the  past  10  years  on 
the  new  campus.  The  campus  plan,  and  most  of  the  new  buildings,  have  been 
designed  by  Mies  van  der  Rohe  and  are  largely  of  glass  and  steel  construction. 

Unique  feature  of  the  new  building  will  be  its  large,  column-free 
interior  main  hall  which  will  be  possible  because  of  the  suspended  roof. 
The  hall  will  contain  two  large,  28-.feet  high  drafting  areas  on  either  side 
of  a  central  core  area  to  be  defined  by  low,  free-standing  wood  walls  which 
will  form  areas  for  administrative  offices,  a  library  and  an  exhibition 
gallery  that  will  be  used  also  for  assembly  purposesr  The  hall  will  be 
mechanically  ventilateda  Its  all -glass  walls  will  have  opaqu«5  lower  sections^. 

The  floor  of  the  main  hall  is  elevated  $   feet  above  the  ground  to 
permit  natural  light  and  ventilation  into  a  full  basement  in  which  will  be 
enclosed  studios,  wrkshops^,  storage  roomS;  lecture  rooms,  toilets  and 
mechanical  facilities » 

The  welded  steel  structure  will  measure  120  feet  by  220  feet  and 
contain  more  than  ^2,000  square  feet«  Its  cost,  due  to  the  simple 
and  steel  construction,  is  estimated  to  be  an  inexpensive  $600,000o 

The  building  will  be  erected,  facing  south  on  3Uth  street,  between 
State  and  Dearborn  streets,  the  site  of  the  former,  well-known  Mecca  Apart- 
ments building,  razed  several  years  agoe

A  hands-off  policy  by  the  federal  government  in  disputes  between 
labor  anl  management  was  forecast  today  (June  2)  by  VJhitley  P,  McCoy, 
director  of  the  Federal  Mediation  and  Conciliation  service. 

Speaking  at  an  arbitration  workshop  conference  in  Chicago,  feCoy 
said  the  absence  of  intervention  by  the  executive  branch  already  has  re- 
sulted in  disputes  being  settled  through  "collective  bargaining  instead 
of  politics." 

The  conference,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  department  of  business 
and  economics  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  the  American  Arbi- 
tration association,  was  held  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus, 

"There  has  not  been,  and  will  not  be,  a  ready  reception  for  dis- 
putants at  the  White  House,"  he  stated,  referring  to  the  present  admini- 
stration's policy  in  labor-management  affairs. 

He  said  this  non-intervention  policy  may  not  have  been  possible 
in  former  administrations  because  of  the  peculiar  emergency  circumstances 
of  a  major  depression  and  two  wars.     But  he  was  hopeful  that  government  would 
continue  to  "keep  out"  in  the  future. 

Considering  issues  likely  to     arise  in  the  future  of  industrial  re- 
lations,  McCoy  said  the  "bread-and-butter"  disputes  over  wages  will  continue 
"in  flood,"  but  bargaining  for  the  fringe  benefits  also  will  increase  con- 
siderably, -more- 
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McCoy's  speech— page  two 

"We  may  look  forward  to  a  greater  stress  upon  such  things  as 
pension  and  insurance  plans,  uniform  allowances,  and  recreational  faci- 
lities," he  saido 

The  application  of  pension  systems  for  the  aging  worker  also  will 
present  an  important  problem  in  industrial  relations  as  the  nation's  popu- 
lation grows  older,  he  predicted, 

Another  issue  to  assume  importance  in  the  future — the  guaranteed 
annual  wage— was  labeled  by  McCoy  as  an  "intriguing  mystery."  He  called 
it  mysterious  because  it  has  been  praised  or  condemned  by  both  employer  and 
employeej  it  has  worked  in  some  places,  failed  in  others,  and  because  it 
lacks  exact  definition© 

KcGoy  predicted  an  optimistic  rise  in  the  use  of  arbitration  in 
the  futureo  The  "growing  maturity"  of  parties  to  labor  disputes  has 
led  them  to  seek  civilized  means  to  avoid  strikes  and  lockouts,  he  said^ 

"In  tlie  person  of  the  qualified,  experienced  arbitrator  they  have 
found  a  reasonable  way  to  peacefully  settle  their  grievances," 

He  based  his  statements  on  records  indicating  that  requests  for 
arbitration  have  increased,  especially  this  year.  In  the  months  of  March 
and  April,  for  instance,  there  has  been  a  57  per  cent  increase  in  requests 
for  arbitration  panels,  he  saido

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Widespread  use  of  arbitration— mankind's  oldest  peaceful  method 
for  settling  fights— idll  solve  an  increasing  number  of  labor  disputes 
in  the  futures 

That  was  the  consensus  of  more  than  250  labor  and  management 
representatives  participating  June  2  in  the  Arbitration  Workshop  con- 
ference on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tecl-mology,  Chicagoo 

A  "gro^d.ng  maturity"  of  parties  to  labor  disputes  prompted 
the  optimistic  outlook  for  arbitration  by  Whitley,  Po  KcCoy, 
diracto.v  of  the  Federal  Mediation  and  Conciliation  servic-. ,  one  of 
speakers  at  the  conferenceo 

Out  of  the  industrial  maturity  he  described^  McCoy  predicted 
an  increase  in  the  hands-off  policy  of  the  federal  government  in 
labor-management  affairs . 

McCoy  based  his  view  of  arbitration's  future  on  records  show- 
ing a  5?  per  cent  increase  in  requests  for  arbitration  panels  during 
March  and  April  of  this  year. 

In  discussing  the  outlook  for  arbitration,  McCoy  predicted: 

—Bargaining  for  uniform  allowances,  recreational  facilities, 
and  insurance  plans  will  increases 

-more- 
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—The  guaranteed  annual  wage  will  be  discussed  and  fought  for 
by  labor, 

—Pensions  systems  for  the  aging  worker  will  occupy  labor  and 
management  as  the  nation's  population  grows  older* 

Another  speaker,  J,  Noble  Braden,  executive  vice  president  of 
the  American  Arbitration  association,  noted  a  marked  rise  in  the  number 
of  technical  disputes  which  parties  are  now  willing  to  submit  to  arbi- 
trations 

Braden  saw  arbitration  as  a  "judical  process  rather  than  a 
mediation*." 

Both  labor  and  management  are  insisting  on  a  decision  instead 
of  a  compromise,  he  said,  and  are,  therefore,  favoring  arbitration  over  other 
methods  of  settling  industrial  disputes o 

Speaking  on  current  trends  in  grievance  arbitration,  Braden  said 
enforcement  of  higher  standards  for  employees  marked  an  advancement  in 
current  arbitration  practices, 

"The  marginal  worker,  the  habitual  absentee,  and  the  accident- 
prone  employee  often  were  tolerated  in  the  past  by  arbitrators  as  well 
as  by  labor  and  managemento" 

But  now  there  is  a  tendency  to  see  more  "just  cause"  in  their 
dismissal,  he  saida 

The  practices  of  not  changing  t,ontract  provisions  merely  because 
they  haven't  given  trouble  in  the  past  has  lead  to  disputes  and  the 
shifting  of  the  burden  to  the  arbitrators,  Braden  added. 

The  conference,  sponsored  Jointly  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology and  the  American  Arbitration  association,  featured  three  workshops 
where  panels  of  experts  analyzed  current  arbitration  issues.

A  discussion  of  the  value  of  a  suspension  period  before  discharg- 
ing an  employee  highlighted  one  workshop  dealing  with  arbitration  of 
discipline  and  discharge  cases o 

Alex  Elson,  an  attorney  and  chairman  of  the  workshop,  was  in 
favor  of  the  suspension  period  in  order  to  give  "cooling-off "  time  to  a 
supervisor  who  wanted  to  fire  an  employeeo 

Fearing  that  provisions  for  a  suspension  period  might  make  it 
too  easy  for  a  foreman  to  "fire  at  will,"  Co  £»  Wooliever  said  he  was 
against  suspension  periods  as  a  blanket  ruling  to  be  used  in  all  management- 
labor  disputeso 

Wooliever,  who  is  personnel  director  at  the  Ao  Oo  Smith  Corpo, 
Chicago,  voiced  the  opinion  that  suspension  periods  would  not  be  needed  if 
there  were  good  working  relationships  between  labor  and  managements 

In  other  discussion  it  was  agreed  that: 

—Shop  stewards  should  be  utilized  more  in  settling  disputes 
among  difficult  employees, 

--The  company  should  give  warning  to  the  union  before  any  dis- 
ciplinary action  is  takeno 

—Proceedings  of  disciplinary  action  should  be  investigated  by 
both  management  and  unions » 

— In  order  to  provide  an  open  atmosphere  for  negotiation,  steno- 
graphic transcripts  of  disciplinary  actions  should  not  be  taken» 

The  arbitration  of  job  evaluation  and  wage  incentive  cases  was 
discussed  in  another  workshop  conducted  by  Dr,  Pearce  Davis,  chairman 
of  the  conference  advisory  committee  and  head  of  the  business  and  eco- 
nomics department  at  Illinois  Tech»

Representatives  of  unions  and  management  agreed  in  Davis' 
session  that  arbitration  was  appropriate  in  job  evaluation  and  that 
the  trend  was  for  acceptance  of  arbitration  in  wage  incentive  problems, 
although  unions  still  reserved  the  right  to  strikes 

They  also  decided  that  unions  have  the  right  to  full  access 
of  all  data  in  wage  incentive  cases  and  that  labor-management  contracts 
should  furnish  arbitrators  with  basic  guide  rules  but  should  not  res- 
trict them  undulyo 

A  third  session,  presided  by  Harry  Abrahams,  an  attorney, 
discussed  problems  of  seniority  rights  in  periods  of  layoff  and  cases 
where  workers  are  promoted  to  supervisory  positions o

Dro  Rettaliata  said  this  division  should  join  industry  and  professional 
groups  in  sponsoring  more  exhibitions,  in  providing  special  lectures  and  in 
the  staging  of  other  special  projects c 

He  hoped  that  ^600,000  in  funds  for  financing  of  the  new  building 
could  be  gathered  this  summer  and  in  the  early  fall  so  the  educational 
program  could  be  underway,  with  adequate  facilities,  within  one  year©

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A  search  for  improved  techniques  of  displaying  newspaper  photo- 
graphs has  prompted  a  back-to-school  movement  by  the  editorial  staff  of 
the  Chicago  Sun- Times.

A  knowledge  of  the  whole  process— from  the  click  of  the  camera  shutter 
to  the  reproduction  of  the  picture  on  the  newspaper  format — was  desired  in 
order  to  better  understand  capabilities  and  limitations  in  photo-journalism, 
according  to  Oscar  Katov,  graphic  arts  director  of  the  paper,  who  already 
has  completed  the  courses.

Maury  Falstein,  picture  editorj  Dick  Hedblom,  picture  desk  assistant,  and 
Ralph  Otwell,  feature  writer.

The  problems  in  reproducing  pictures  are  made  more  difficult  in  news- 
papers because  of  the  necessity  of  using  coarse-lined  halftone  screens  and 
printing  on  rough  paper  stock,  he  explained  as  a  reason  for  the  educational 
program* 

No  matter  how  good  the  original  print  of  a  photogr^h,   the  reader 
sees  only  its  reproduction  in  the  newspaper,  he  said. 

"We  aren't  taking  the  courses   to  replace  our  photographers  or  artists, 
but  to  make  better  use  of  their  pictures  through  photography,  design  and 
layout. 

"It  is  our  job  to  screen  the  story-telling  pictures  from  the  others 
and  then  combine  them  with  enough  type  to  elaborate  the  story  on  the  news- 
paper page, 

"This  must  be  done  in  readily  understood  and  attractive  outlines 
to  make  the  pictore-plus-type  combination  more  effective  than  either  media 
alone,"  he  said,, 

Educational  programs  are  manditory  if  newspapers  are  to  keep  pace 
with  the  fast-moving  world  they  report,   Katov  said. 

Newspaper  writing  and  editing  of  written  copy  has  progressed,  but 
the  journalism  of  pictures  is  still  in  its  infancy.     Today's  newspapers, 
besides  having  to  present  the  news  more  accurately,  must  compete  for  the 
reader's  time,  he  explained, 

"If,  through  good,  story-telling  pictures  and  good  reproduction  of 
those  pictures,  it  can  do  this,  then  the  newspaper  can  meet  the  demand  of 
hurrying  newspaper  readers." 

This  can  be  done  only  through  a  "marriage  of  pictures   to  type"  and 
through  an  understanding  of  the  technicalities  involved  by  those  who  do 
the  work  of  makeup  and  design,   Katov  said.

The  purchasing  program,  which  was  started  at  Illinois  Tech  last

Providing  better  privacy  and  ventilation  are  two  advaiitages 
of  the  unique  booth  designed  by  acoustics  experts  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   Chicago, 

The  booth  was  developed  for  the  Architectural  Products  divi- 
sion of  Burgess -Manning  corporation,  5970  Northwest  highviay,  Chicago, 
long-time  manufacturer  of  doorless  telephone  booths.     The  new  booths 
recently  went  into  production. 

The  triangular  telephone  booth  has  the  bottom  and  one  side  open. 
Only  36  inches  high,   it  encloses  the  head  and  shoulders  of  the  user  and 
extends  downward  to  waist  level*     It  can  be  mounted  directly  on  a  wall 
or  placed  on  a  stand. 

In  addition  to  being  easier  to  clean  and  light,   the  booth  is 
more  economical  to  build  in  proportion  to  the  privacy  provided.     Space- 
wise,    two  booths  can  be  mounted  in  the  ordinary  room  corner  where  only 
one  box-type  bootii  would  fit,

The  unusual  effectiveness  of  the  booth  in  eliminating  dis- 
tractions is  due  to  the  combination  of  the  new  shape  and  the  manner 
of  placing  sound-absorbing  material  between  its  double  walls j  accord-* 
ing  to  Dr,  Howard  C,  Hardy,  assistant  manager  of  the  physics  research 
department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation. 

Telephone  booths  of  the  partial-enclosure  type  have  been 
built  before,  Hardy  said.     But  this  design  was  shown,  after  nearly 
a  full  year  of  research,  to  have  the  most  practical  characteristics 
in  relation  to  space  and  other  demands. 

At  the  back,  the  booth  comes  to  a  hS  degree  angle,  a  feature 
that  permits  a  variety  of  mounting  combinations.     For  example,  four 
booths  can  be  placed  next  to  each  other  on  a  wall  to  form  a  straight 
line  of  180  degrees. 

Eight  booths,  placed  back-to-back  on  two  sides  of  a  partition 
require  about  as  much  space  as  four  conventional  booths.     They  also 
can  be  grouped  in  a  circle  around  a  pillar  or  in  rows. 

"There's  almost  no  limit  to  the  number  of  arrangements 
possible,"  Hardy  said.     <'And  all  of  them  use  less  room  than  square 
booths  a"

The  best  insurance  for  old  age  is  self-created  security-j   not  a 
governmental  welfare  program,   Sterling  Morton,  board  chairman  of  Morton 
Salt  company,   told  members  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  graduat- 
ing class  tonight. 

"The  present  exfieriment  in  all-benevolent,   all-providing  govern- 
ment has  been  tried  in  the  past  and  has  always  failed — usually  vfhen 
producers  grow  tired  of  supporting  non-producers  or  when  great  changes 
in  government  occur,"  Morton  cautioned  the  362  graduates  during  the  com- 
mencement exercises  in  Orchestra  hall,   Chicago* 

Morton,   an  honorary  trustee  of  Illinois  Tech,   spoke  at  the  cere- 
monies during  which  Thomas  E,  Drever,  board  chairman  of  American  Steel 
Foundries,  vjas  presented  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree  for  his  con- 
tributions to  the  advancement  of  industry  and  education  and  his  leader- 
ship in  civic  affairs, 

"Current  benefits  of  a  general  or  public  nature  can  be  paid  only 
from  current  production,"  Morton  pointed  out, 

"So-called  social  security  reserves  are  merely  government  lOU's 
and  redeemable  only  from  future  taxation  on  future  production  and  income,"

The  commencement  speaker  warned  the  graduates  that  either  privately- 
created  or  governmentally-created  security  is  good  only  as  long  as  present 
forms  and  institutions,  including  present  governmental  patterns,  continue 
to  exist,  Radical  changes  would  destroy  such  security,  he  declared. 

"Of  what  avail  were  an  individual's  most  carefully  thought  out 
plans,  either  for  his  own  or  his  family's  future,  in  Czarist  Russia?" 
he  asked* 

In  his  address  on  "Looking  Both  VJays,"  Morton  compared  the  past 
with  the  present  and  tried  to  envision  the  future  facing  the  graduates. 
'      Life  for  the  195U  graduate  vjill  be  much  easier  in  some  ways  than 
it  was  for  his  generation,  he  said,  but  modern  life  has  produced  many 
complications  and  problems  which  they  did  not  have  to  face  years  agOr. 

He  recalled  that  at  the  time  of  his  graduation  from  Princeton 
university  in  1906,  the  graduates  did  not  have  to  live  under  the  threat 
of  sudden  war  or  instant  annihilation,  that  they  did  not  have  conscription 
to  completely  upset  their  way  of  living  or  their  plans,  and  that  our  country 
was  remote  from  the  quarrels  and  jealousies  of  the  world*. 

"You,  unless  there  is  a  radical  change,  a  return  to  our  former 
ideals  of  international  relations,  must  look  forward  to  the  jealousy,  the 
dislike,  even  the  hatred,  of  many  peoples  all  over  the  world, "  Morton  said* 

"As  a  result,  you  will  have  to  shoulder  burdens  and  face  dangers 
we  never  dreamed  of,"  he  predicted. 

Calling  upon  the  graduates  to  stand  steadfastly  for  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  form  of  government  created  by  it,  he  pointed  out  that  it  is 
on  these  basic  principles  that  the  greatness  of  the  country  rests  and  that 
it  is  to  them  that  the  liberation  of  man's  spirit,  which  has  brought  about 

progress,  is  due.

"Hold  you  heads  high  as  you  realize  that  you  are  citizens  of  the 
first  and  only  nation  created  on  the  basic  premise  of  the  dignity  and 
importance  of  the  individual  human  being,   that  you  live  under  the  only 
government  which  derives  its  powers  by  consent  of  the  citizens,"  Morton 
declared. 

Other  governments  grant  their  subjects  certain  restricted  and 
cancellsfijle  "rights"  in  contrast,  he  s  aid, 

"Yours  is  the  great  privilege,  yours  the  high  duty,   to  resist  and 
to  overcome  any  and  all  attempts  to  change  the  basic  concept  of  citizen- 
government  relation  of  Freedom  under  Law  bequeathed  us  by  the-  Founders, 
Above  all,  be  vastly  proud  of  these  United  States,"  Morton  concluded.

He  believes  buildings  should  be  primarily  functional  and  that  beauty  of 
structure  should  be  brought  out  through  clear  construction. 

The  68-year-old  architect,  former  director  of  the  famed  Bauhaus 
design  school  in  Dessau,  Germany,  is  responsible  for  the  modern  campus 
plan  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.

Pitted  automobile  windshields  are  the  result  of  normal  wear, 
not  the  work  of  the  H-bomb,  cosmic  rays,  industrial  sediment,  or 
Martians. 

That  is  the  view  of  scientists  who  have  been  studying  recent 
cases  of  "pockmarked"  windshields  in  the  Chicago  area. 

Talk  about  H-bomb  effects  merely  has  made  people  more  obser- 
vant about  marks  on  their  windshields,  explained  John  Krc  Jr.,  research 
crystallographer,  and  Dr.  VJalter  C,  McCrone,  senior  chemist,  both  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  scientists  based  their  observations  on  the  examination  of 
approximately  2$  samples  of  shattered  and  pitted  windshields  submitted 
for  analysis  by  Chicago  area  motorists. 

"VJe  found  the  marks  in  nearly  every  case  to  be  similar  and 
several  months  old,"  Krc  said.  "There  was  no  evidence  that  the  damage 
was  the  result  of  radioactivity,  cosmic  rays,  air  rifles,  or  other 
such  causes," 

Gravel,  dirt,  or  stones  accounted  for  every  particle  scraped 
from  the  holes,  they  said,

McCrone  and  Krc  do  not  believe  new  curved  front  windshields 
are  more  susceptible  to  flying  gravel  than  older  types. 

"But  when  a  curved  rear  vrindow  is  hit,  it  may  disintigrate 
more  completely  than  a  flat  window,"  I^Crone  said. 

The  "mysterious"  honeycombing  of  some  of  the  glass  samples 
apparently  was  caused  by  the  same  thing  that  produced  pitting — stones 
thrown  up  by  cars,  according  to  the  examinations. 

Rear  windows  showed  honeycombing,  while  front  windows  were 
pitted,  the  scientists  explained. 

Rear  car  windows  usually  are  made  of  tempered  glass  purposely 
strained  in  construction  to  give  structural  strength.  When  the  sur- 
face is  broken,  they  said,  the  strain  is  released  and  the  window  dis- 
integrates into  a  cobweb  pattern. 

Front  windows,  hovrever,  are  laminated  with  plastic  as  a 
safety  feature  to  prevent  this.  VJhen  these  are  hit  the  glass  is 
likely  to  show  pits  rather  than  honeycombing,  they  added.

There  are  no  safe  fireworks! 

"Anything  from  caps  to  skyrockets  is  potentially  dangerous," 
according  to  Willis  G,  Labes,  assistant  professor  of  fire  protection 
and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicagoo 

"The  peril  of  fireworks  is  multiplied  many  times  when  inexperienced 
persons,  in  a  holiday  mood,  engage  in  the  use  of  such  materials,"  Labes 
said. 

Even  sparklers,  which  had  been  considered  relatively  safe  for 
children,  have  been  known  to  set  clothing  on  fire  and  cause  blindness, 
he  pointed  out. 

For  a  "safe  and  sane"  Fourth  of  July,  Labes  suggested  that 
people  view  organized  pyrotechnic  displays  operated  by  experts  rather 
than  risk  their  lives  with  fireworks. 

Although  the  toll  of  fireworks  casualties  has  decreased  nationally, 
statistics  for  the  city  of  Chicago  are  still  "higher  than  desirable, " 
Labes  asserted. 

He  pointed  to  the  increased  casualties  and  fires  resulting  from 
the  use  of  fireworks  in  Chicago.  There  were  55  deaths  and  injuries  and 
U3  fires  in  1953 >  compared  to  5  casualties  and  1?  fires  in  1952.

"This  increase  has  occurred  despite  a  Chicago  ordinance  and  a

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A  high  intensity  sound  chamber  has  been  developed  to  test,  on  a 
laboratory  basis,  the  effects  of  jet  and  rocket  engine  noises  on  electro- 
nic components  used  in  aircraft. 

The  chamber,  dubbed  the  "sound  box,"  was  built  by  scientists  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Constructed  in  the  shape  of  a  6-inch  cube,  the  chamber  is  used  in 
evaluating  electron  tubes  and  other  components  employed  in  communication, 
guidance,  and  armament  systems  on  jet  and  rocket  driven  aircraft  and 
missiles* 

The  sound  box  was  designed  for  use  in  an  Air  Force  research  project 
seeking  to  determine  methods  for  improving  reliability  of  airborne  electro- 
nic components  to  make  them  less  vulnerable  to  vibration,  acoustics,  and 
shock  disturbances 9 

The  project,  begun  two  years  ago,  is  being  carried  on  by  Armour 
Research  Foundation  under  contract  with  the  Wright  Air  Development  center, 
near  Dayton,  Ohio, 

Because  of  the  tremendous  noise  produced  in  modern  jet  aircraft, 
it  has  become  necessary  to  develop  sound-proof  electronic  components  in 
order  to  prevent  malfunctions  or  complete  failure  of  the  equipment,  accord- 
ing to  Fred  Mintz,  supervisor  of  mechanics  instrumentation  and  vibration,  and 

Marvin  B.  Levine,  research  engineer,  both  of  the  Foundation.

The  sound  box,   operating  as  a  reverberant  chamber,  permits  pro- 
duction of  high  sound  levels  with  only  a  modest  power  input.     Because  of 
its  simplicity,   the  chamber  is  an  inexpensive  gnd  convenient  laboratory 
device,  they  said. 

Noises  of  150  decibels — the  usual  jet  engine  noises  encountered 
at  some  important  measuring  points— can  be  produced  and  utilized  in 
the  box* 

A  decibel  is  a  unit  of  sound  measurement  where  zero  decibel  re- 
presents the  lowest  level  os  human  hearing  and  100  decibels  approximate 
the  noise  in  a  boiler  factory. 

A  sound  level  of  l50  decibles  is  100,000  times  more  intense  than 
boiler  factory  noise  and  is  sufficient  to  cause  pain  in  the  human  ear, 
Mintz  and  Levine  explained. 

Tape  recordings  of  actual  jet  noises  could  be  used  with  the 
sound  box,  but  in  practice  this  is  not  necessary.     Instead,  sounds  fed 
into  the  box  are  supplied  by  a  random  noise  generator,   a  device  that 
generates  a  noise  similar  to  that  of  jet  engines,  and  by  an  audio-oscil- 
lator,  an  instrument  for  electrically  generating  pure  tone  sounds. 

Mintz  and  Levine  will  present  a  paper  on  the  testing  of  small 
electronic  components  at  high  sound  intensities  on  June  23  before  the 
Acoustical  Society  of  America,   New  York  City. 
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Chicago's  air  pollution  problem  is  everyone's  fault,  and  not 
solely  the  work  of  industry* 

That  was  the  view  expressed  today  by  scientists  from  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Midwestern  Air  Pollution  Ptevention  association  at  8U  E»  Randolph 
street,  Chicago. 

The  scientists  reported  on  the  first  phase  of  a  continuing 
$20,000  study,  sponsored  by  MAPPA,  of  Chicago's  air  pollution  problem. 

Approximately  2$0  representatives  of  industrial,  public,  and 
private  organizations  interested  in  air  pollution  control  were  present 
at  the  meeting. 

To  help  reduce  air  pollution,  the  report  suggested  that  Chicago 
residents: 

--Landscape,  pave,  or  otherwise  protect  vacant  lots,  parking 
areas,  and  other  open  spaces  to  prevent  wind  from  picking  up  dust  and  dirt. 

—Discourage  dumping  of  uncovered  garbage  in  alleys. 

—Eliminate  alley  burning  of  trash  and  do  a  better  job  of  burn- 
ing trash  in  incinerators  and  furnaces. 

—Fire  furnaces  with  more  care,  using  plenty  of  excess  air  and 
not  smother  the  fire»

Purpose  of  the  research  project,  which  began  in  January,  1953, 
is  to  get  scientific  facts  on  sources  of  the  city's  dustfall  and,  thereby, 
to  indicate  measures  for  corrective  action* 

The  report  showed  that  oil  as  well  as  all  types  of  coal  burning 
equipment  was  responsible  for  a  significant  amount  of  the  smoke  in  Chicago. 

Of  31  railroads  operating  in  Chicago,  the  scientists  said  five 
were  responsible  for  90  per  cent  of  the  smoke  reports  studied^  according 
to  Sam  Radner,  research  engineer  at  the  Foundation* 

He  attributed  this  partly  to  the  fact  that  these  railroads  pro- 
vide the  bulk  of  rail  transportation  in  the  city,  but  suggested  that 
further  dieselization  would  reduce  the  nuisance* 

Radner  conducted  a  statistical  study  of  the  problem  in  which  he 
evaluated  50>000  records  from  the  city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution 
Control* 

The  report  showed^  about  half  of  the  smoke  in  Chicago  caused  by 
fuel  burning  equipment  other  than  railroads  comes  from  medium-sized 
apartments  and  medium-sized  industry,  while  small  and  large  installations 
supply  the  other  half. 

Monthly  increases  in  smoke  from  furnaces  were  shown  to  be  most 
evident  in  December  and  March,  according  to  Morris  A.  Fisher,  supervisor 
of  the  fine  particles  section  at  the  Foundation,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
project* 

"Although  these  figures  were  suspected  previously,  this  is  the 
first  time  they  could  be  nailed  down  on  a  factual  basis,"  Fisher  explained. 

Microscopic  examination  showed  the  samples  of  wind-generated  dust- 
fall  to  consist  of  minerals,  sand,  settled  flyash  and  smoke,  and  paper, 

wood  and  cloth  fibers,  .

The  analytical  study,  including  radioactivity  assays  of  collected 
dust  particles,  was  performed  by  Drt  Walter  C,  McCrone,  senior  chemist 
at  the  Foundation. 

On  the  basis  of  his  analysis,  McCrone  said  occupants  of  houses 
and  small  apartments  are  doing  a  "notoriously  poor"  job  of  firing  coal 
furnaces. 

"The  usual  method  of  firing  a  furnace  once  in  the  morning  and 
again  in  the  evening  is  bad,  because  in  most  cases  this  can  only  be  done 
by  smothering  the  fire  with  coal* " 

This  creates  a  smudge  often  lasting  for  several  hours  until  the 
fire  burns  through,  he  explained. 

"Unnecessary  smoke  from  improperly  built  fires  in  home  furnaces 
alone  constitutes  10  per  cent  of  Chicago's  total  dustfall,"  McCrone  estimated. 

Another  phase  of  the  research  project  is  a  program  to  provide  in- 
terested persons  in  industry  and  private  life  with  detailed  knowledge  of  how 
to  help  control  air  pollution,  according  to  Edward  G,  Fochtman,  project 
engineer  at  the  Foundation. 

The  project  marks  the  first  organized  attempt  at  scientific  in- 
vestigation into  sources  of  dust  in  Chicago,  and  will  continue  indefinitely 
in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  city's  air  pollution  problem. 

An  average  dustfall  of  53  tons  pers  square  mile  fell  on  Chicago 
each  month  during  19539  An  average  79  tons  was  recorded  during  the  heavy 
fuel  burning  and  high  wind  months  of  195U,  but  this  average  figure  will 
be  lowered  by  the  cleaner  summer  months,  according  to  the  scientist.

Two  apartment  buildings  under  construction  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  have  been  named  for  men  who  have  played  major  roles 
in  the  Institute's  establishment  and  development. 

President  John  T,  Rettaliata  today  announced  that  the  new 
$1,1$0,000  structures  honor  James  D.  Cunningham,  president  of  Republic 
Flow  Meters  company,  and  Alex  D,  Bailey,  retired  vice  president  of  Com- 
monwealth Edison  company. 

The  two  men  were  instrumental  in  the  formation  of  Illinois  Tech 
in  19U0  through  the  merger  of  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  and  Lewis 
Institute. 

Their  interest  in  the  Institute's  development  has  continued  to 
the  present.    Cunningham  and  Bailey  have  served  respectively  as  chair- 
man and  vice  chairman  of  the  IIT  board  of  trustees  since  its  formation. 

The  apartments,  which  will  house  married  students  and  staff 
members,  are  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  the  spring  of 
1955. 

Both  buildings  are  under  construction  in  the  same  block  with 
Carman  and  Gunsaulus  halls,  the  Institute's  two  completed  apartment 
buildings.  The  block  is  bounded  by  31st  and  32nd  streets  and  Michigan 
and  Wabash  avenues.

Both  structures  designed  by  Ludwig  Mes  van  der  Rohe,  director  of 
Illinois  Tech's  department  of  architecture  and  campus  architect,  are  to 
be  similar  in  appearance  to  Carman  hall,  but  will  have  different-sized 
dwelling  units. 

The  apartment  at  31st  street  and  Michigan  avenue,  to  be  named 
after  Cunningham,  will  have  56  units  of  six,   five,   and  two  rooms.     Bailey 
hall,   at  31st  street  and  VJabash  avenue,  will  have  88  units  of  four,   three, 
and  two  rooms. 

The  two  buildings  represent  the  17th  and  l8th  buildings  to  be  con- 
structed in  little  more  than  a  decade  at  Technology  Center,   the  name  used 
to  describe  the  study-work-living  area  rising  on  Chicago's  near  south 
side* 

Cunningham,  a  past  president  of  the  Americc.n  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers  and  the  Illinois  Manufacturers  association,  became  a  member  of 
the  Armour  Institute  board  of  trustees  in  July,   1932  and  later  was  president. 

In  1911  he  founded  the  Steam  Appliance  company,   known  today  as  Re- 
public Flow  Meters  company,  manufacturer  of  industrial  instruments  and 
controls.

Bailey  was  graduated  from  Lewis  Institute  in  1903  with  a  degree 
of  mechanical  engineer.

Celebrating  the  Fourth  of  July  with  fireworks  may  become  as 
obsolete  by  1955  as  decorating  Christmas  trees  with  lighted  candles. 

Federal  and  local  legislation,  plus  increaninf^  awareness  by 
the  iliTiarican  public j  virtually  have  eliminated  the  use  of  fireworks^ 
according  to  John  J«  Ahern,  director  of  the  fire  protection  and  safety 
engineering  department  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology^ 

"Approximately  30  state  legislative  bodies  have  adopted  lavrs 
controlling  fireworks  and  a  federal  bill  has  been  passed  making  it  an 
offense  to  send  fireworks  thi'ough  interstate  commerce  into  states  that

Some  casualties  will  result  from  fireworks  this  year  despite 
prohibitive  legislation,  but  they  should  be  fewer  in  number  than  in

"It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  on  the  national  level  there 
has  been  a  steady  decline  in  deaths  due  to  fireworks,"  he  said,

A  new,  light-woight  titaniure  alley  considered  suitable  aa  a  replacwient 
for  steel  in  military  weapons  has  been  developed  for  the  Ordnance  corps  by 
Armour  Research  Foundaticm  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago.  ^' 

IlBe  of  the  alloy  in  the  raanufacture  of  heavy  weapons  and  tanks  would 
greotly  increase  their  mobilily,  according  to  Dr«  Donald  J*  MBPherson,  si^er- 
Tisor  in  the  metals  research  department  at  ARF. 

^e  all^  was  developed  during  the  course  of  a  program  being  sponsored 
at  the  Foundation  1^  the  Viatartown  Arsenal  Laboratory,  Watertown,  Mass*  Vck» 
laboratozy  administers  rnoch  titanium  research  for  the  Amy* 

Dr«  HcPherson  explained  that  plates  of  the  new  alloy  fabricated  by 
ARF  «)gineers  were  heat-treated  and  tested  at  Watertown  and  found  to  be 
"very  prOTiising." 

Col»  B.  S*  Meslck,  coananding  officer  of  the  arsenal  and  coordiiuitor 
of  the  Anoy  titanium  prosprnm,  revealed  that  the  titanium  alloy  is  UO  per  cent 
lighter  in  weight  than  high-strent^th  steel* 

The  Watertown  tests  also  show  that  the  alloy  is  highly  corrosion- 
resistant  and  has  properties  which  oongpare  favorably  with  those  of  steal 
used  in  manofaeturing  weapons* 
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Ordnance  stressed  that  further  tests  must  be  male  to  assure  that  the 
allpy  is  as  good  as  first  tests  Indicate.  But  the  alloy  is  considered  by   '  '  ' 
Ordnance  as  a  potential  substitute  for  steel  in  many  ordnance  components. 

Another  property  determined  by  the  Watertown  tests  is  that  the 
aJlof  shows  tensile  strengths  up  to  192,000  pounds  per  square  inch.  This  is 
approximately  U2,000  pounds  per  square  inch  stronger  than  any  commercial

Armour  Research  Foundation,  which  has  been  conducting  tltaniam  re-  '  -^"-'^ 
search  for  five  years,  is  continuing  its  work  in  the  program  which  resulted 
in  the  new  alloy.

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The  world  will  have  to  turn  to  the  sea  to  meet  the  increasing 
demands  for  high  quality  protein. 

That  is  the  opinion  of  Professor  Mlton  E,  Parker,  director  of 
food  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago* 

The  sea  provides  a  great  reservoir  of  animal  protein  that  could 
be  utilized  in  combating  global  food  shortages  of  today  and  a  potential 
shortage  in  the  United  States,  he  writes  in  the  June  issue  of  Technology 
Review, 

Because  of  the  increasing  population,  the  United  States  must  boost 
agricultural  production  by  ll5  million  acres  by  1975  to  maintain  the  present 
standards  of  living,  he  pointed  outa. 

About  i;5  million  can  be  added  by  reclamation  and  by  conversion  of 
land  now  used  to  grow  feed  for  draft  animals,  according  to  Parker, 

The  70-million-acre  deficit  makes  it  imperative  to  look  for  other 
sources  of  food,  especially  animal  protein,  which  is  found  in  fish,  meat, 
eggs,  and  milk,  he  asserted* 

Parker  emphasized  that  the  search  for  quality  protein  is  vital 
because,  unlike  other  food  elements,  protein  has  not  yet  been  successfully 
refined,  recovered,  and  processed,.

"The  world's  lack  of  food  really  is  a  lack  of  high  quality  food 
protein, "  Parker  said. 

Under  present  estimates  of  American  population  growth,  he  pointed 
out,  agriculture  and  fisheries  will  be  hard  pressed  "vrith  the  problem  of 
feeding  five  people  in  197S  for  every  four  we  are  now  feeding©" 

The  sea  provides  a  great  source  of  essential  animal  protein 
which  should  be  cultivated,  Parker  said,  as  well  as  additional 
vegetable  ^protein  in  the  form  of  plankton  and  algae. 

Plankton  is  being  harvested  as  a  food  supplement  now,  and 
algae  eventually  may  be  produced  commercially  with  success,  he  reported. 

The  Illinois  Tech  professor  also  told  of  some  modern  fishing 
methods  being  used  in  an  effort  to  streamline  the  industry  to  meet 
future  mass  demands: 

--Quick  freeze  equipment  in  which  catches  are  stored  immediately 
after  they  are  brought  on  board  ship,  thereby  preserving  "fresh  fish" 
quality, 

—Echo  sounders  for  navigation  and  accurate  measuring  of  depth 
and  density  of  schools  of  fish* 

—Use  of  electric  currents  to  herd  schools  of  cod  and  herring 
into  trawl  net  openings. 

—Electrical  fishing  lines  ► 

—Synthetic  fibers  used  in  fish  nets  to  reduce  their  weight 
and  water  resistance,  allowing  larger  catches, 

— Use  of  proper  net  sizes  in  the  interest  of  conservation.

"Such  an  industry,''  Parker  insists,  "can  supply  our  nation

"In  all  truth,  it  most  certainly  appears  that  we,  as  a  nation, 
will  find  it  most  advisable  to  once  agsiin  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships— 
for  protein."

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Average  starting  salaries  of  engineering  graduates  are  leveling 
off  after  spiraling  for  more  than  10  years. 

The  stabilization  trend  was  reported  in  a  survey  of  starting 
salaries  of  June,  195U>  engineering  graduates  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  by  Earl  C«  Kubicek,  director  of  placement  at  Illinois  Tech. 

Engineering  students  who  received  bachelor's  degrees  in  June 
are  earning  an  average  salary  of  $363  per  month,  only  tl  more  than  the 
June,  1953 J  class.  The  average  beginning  salary  for  the  January,  195U, 
engineering  class  was  ^373» 

The  $10  drop  in  salaries  since  last  January  does  not  indicate 
a  recession,  but  rather  the  advent  of  a  period  of  stabilization,  accord- 
ing to  Kubicek. 

"Both  business  leaders  and  educators  have  been  wondering  how 
long  engineering  salaries  would  continue  to  climb,"  he  said.   "Salaries 
this  June  indicate  that  the  spiral  may  have  reached  a  plateau." 

Ten  years  ago  IIT  engineering  graduates  started  at  -$193  per 
month,  while  students  graduating  five  years  later  started  at  an  average 
of  |282.  By  January,  195U,  starting  salaries  hit  a  high  of  ^^373*

Electrical  engineering  graduates  received  the  most  lucrative 
starting  salaries  this  June,  averaging  $390  a  month.  They  are  receiving 
^^1  less  per  month  that  June,  1953>  graduates,  but  -'^23   more  per  month 
than  January,  19Sh   graduates « 

Average  salaries  in  other  engineering  fields  in  1953  and  19$U> 
with  the  195U  figures  listed  first,  are:  civil  ^p3ii8  (■,.367)j  chemical, 
$362  ($352)  J  mechanical  S3 73  ($37?)

"Average  starting  salaries  of  Illinois  Tech  engineering  graduates 
are  approximately  $20  higher  than  the  national  average,"  Kubicek  saido 

He  attributed  this  to  IIT's  higher  percentage  per  person  of 
work  experience. 

"More  Illinois  Tech  students  have  worked  with  firms  on  the 
cooperative  work-study  plan,  during  the  summers,  part-time  while 
attending  school,  or  at  other  times  before  and  during  their  college 
careers,"  he  said. 

Their  previous  experience  id.th  a  company  often  is  the  deciding 
factor  in  choosing  that  firm  for  a  full-time  position,  he  added, 
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How  can  industry  reduce  machinery  noise?

"The  dust  was  up  there^  but  there  just  wasn't  enough  rain 
to  bring  it  down,"  said  William  Ao  Dupraw,  research  analytical  chemist 
at  the  Foundatione 

No  measurable  rain  fell  in  a  l5-day  period  in  the  middle  of  May, 
he  said. 

The  dustfall  figure,   down  almost  10|  tons  from  a  year  ago  May, 
contrasted  with  more  than  80  tons  in  April  and  a  record  105  tons  in 
March  of  this  year. 

Dupraw  blamed  the  western  plains  states  dust  storms  for   the 

heavy  dustfall  in  March  and  April.     But  the  marked  decline  in  May's 

dustfall  also  indicated  the  influence  of  furnaces  on  air  pollution 

during  cold  months,  he  added.

The  need  for  engineering  personnel  already  has  been  alleviated 
by  computing  machines,  he  pointed  out« 

"Quick-acting  electronic  calculators  also  remove  from  engineer- 
ing activity  a  sordid  routine  that  hounded  many  projects  into  failure  in 
the  past,"  he  addedo 

Other  factors  Rubinfien  saw  in  bringing  about  increased  use  of 
automation  are  the  inability  of  humans  to  perform  certain  jobs  with 
adequate  speedj  lack  of  safety  in  some  industrial  activities,  and  high 
cost  of  human  participation  in  some  factory  areas. 

As  an  indication  that  automation  is  approaching,  Rubinfien  said 
special  purpose  machines  to  perform  all  the  operations  necessary  in 
completing  a  given  product  have  been  in  existence  for  many  years. 

He  referred  to  the  canning  and  bottling  industry,  the  highly     ' 
automatic  automobile  production  lines,  and  the  continuous  strip 
steel  mills.

"While  such  machines  are  economical  in  never-changing  product 
runs,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  they  can  apply  to  the  varied  production 
characteristic  of  most  plantSo" 

So  far,  these  operations  only  continue  the  process  of  mechani- 
zation—the change  from  hand  tools  to  machine  tools,  he  said. 

"Automation  clearly  goes  further.  It  is  a  set  of  techniques  for 
achieving  the  automatic  plant,  designed  to  minimize  human  participation 
in  all  of  its  phases*" 

A  better  answer  lies  in  automatic  control  of  separate  and  group 
processinge  Automation  would  position  both  tools  and  work  accurately 
according  to  a  flexible  set  of  instructions.  The  flow  of  work  and 
tools  between  machines  also  would  be  electronically  controlled,  Rubin- 
fien  explained. 

Another  indication  of  automation  is  the  use  of  computing 
machines  in  offices  to  perform  detailed  work  rapidly,  he  said* 

Office  activities  involve  only  elementary  decisions  when  pro- 
cedures are  adequately  detailed  and  complete.  Such  procedures  are 
translated  readily  into  programs  for  computers,  he  said* 

Rubinfien  was  not  optimistic  about  the  immediate  arrival  of 
full  automation. 

He  said  if  automation' is  to  herald  a  second  industrial  revolu- 
tion it  will  have  to  overcome  obstacles  of  the  cost  of  new  equipment 
and  further  researchj  extensive  product  redesign  in  many  industries  for 
adaption  to  automation  techniques,  and  the  small  number  of  skilled  per- 
sonnel in  the  field  of  automation.

Faster  and  more  accurate  testing  of  transistors  has  been  made 
possible  by  a  new  instrument  developed  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  instrument,  called  the  Transistor  Analyzer,  is  used  to 
measure  directly  the  circuit  constants  of  transistors  while  they  are 
in  operationo 

The  analyzer  is  small,  lightweight,  and  portable  and  can  be  used 
to  test  any  type  of  junction  transistor  at  low  frequencies,  according 
to  Rame  W»  Bull,  associate  electrical  engineer  at  the  Foundationc 

Transistors  tested  are  used  in  circuits  wherever  small  size  and 
low  power  drain  is  important,  such  as  in  hearing  aids  and  field  telephones, 
he  pointed  out. 

Transistor  operation  is  generally  described  in  terms  of  small- 
signal  T-equivalent-circuit  parameters  which  are  the  basis  for  circuit 
analysis  and  design.  Bull  said.  The  analyzer  is  unique  because  it 
makes  direct  measurements  of  these  parameters,  he  added. 

Equivalent  circuit  parameters  provide  a  mathematical  representa- 
tion of  the  transistor  operation.  Bull  explained, 
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Transistor  analyzer— page  two 

"The  parameters  are  functions  of  temperature,  voltages,  and 
currents*  They  vary  wth  age  and  are  not  unifroam  for  all  transistors 
even  of  one  typet 

"In  circuit  designing  it  is  necessary  to  know  the  values  of 
the  parameters,  how  they  vary  among  different  transistors,  and  how 
operating  voltages  and  currents  affect  the  parameters." 

The  new  analyer  was  developed  in  an  attempt  to  find  a  simple, 
quick  method  of  testing  dynamic  characteristics  of  transistors.  The 
instrument  does  the  job  not  only  faster,  but  is  less  expensive  and 
less  bulky  than  older  testers,  Bull  said.

At  least  those  who  were  graduated  from  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  stay  married,  according  to  a  survey  of  engineering  graduates 
at  the  Chicago  school. 

No  divorces  were  reported  by  three  of  the  five  classes  included 
in  the  samplings  of  fifth  year  classes  beginning  with  1929,  according 
to  Earl  C,  Kubicek,  Illinois  Tech  director  of  alumni  relations  and 
placement,  who  conducted  the  survey. 

Returns  revealed  that  approximately  90  per  cent  of  the  members  of 
the  classes  of  1939,  19hh,   and  19U9  were  married,  but  that  none  was 
divorced.  One  divorce  was  reported  in  the  class  of  1929  and  2  per  cent 
of  the  193U  graduates  were  divorced. 

"This  is  significant  in  view  of  the  fact  that  one  of  every  four 
marriages  in  the  United  States  ends  in  divorce,"  Kubicek  pointed  out. 

One  of  the  contributing  factors  toward  the  low  divorce  rate, 
he  explained,  may  be  the  relatively  high  level  of  security  enjoyed 
by  engineers. 

"There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  engineers  in  industry  and 
engineering  salaries  have  been  increasing  steadily  for  more  than  fifteen 
years,"  Kubicek  said.

"Because  they  are  better  off  financially,  there  may  be  less

there  are  no  schools  whersj  you  can  learn  it.  Glassblowing,  he  adds, 
has  beocxiw  a  business  carried  from  person  to  person* 

Because  of  their  basement  location,  Witt  and  Fellai  sometimes 
feel  like  the  Foundation's  forgotten  raen,  but  that's  highly  unlikely  " 
because  their  headouerters  often  resemble  Qrand  Central  station. 

The  men's  talents  are  available  to  any  facility  at  Technology

--Two  torches  which  form  a  central  flame  and  are  controlled  by 
pedals  on  the  floor. 

—A  blo*rtiose  plugged  in  one  end  of  the  tubing  which  is  the  vehicle 
for  manipulating  the  glass. 

—Dark  glasses  which  are  worn  to  protect  the  eyes  from  the  glare 
emanating  from  molten  glass. 

What  are  the  talents  re  u'' red  for  being  s  glassblower? 

Manual  dexterity  and  coordination  are  the  prime  requisites,  ARF's 
two  glassblowers  Si'^ree.  If  you'd  like  to  prove  this  to  yourself,  get  a 
burner  and  two  pieces  of  tubing  and  then  try  to  join  them  without  getting 
a  twisted  mass  of  glass. 

Apparatus  work  as  practiced  by  Witt  and  Fellai  is  the  highest 
form  of  the  glaesblowing  art.  The  field  also  includes  bottlemaking  and 
neon  sign  bending,  but  these  tasks  beccsne  automatic  and  do  not  require 
the  skill  of  apparatus  work. 

Glassblowing  has  its  occupational  hasards— hours  of  work  may  go 
ciTimbling  to  the  floor  because  of  defective  glass  or  unworkable  apparatus.

Foster  homes  for  the  aged,  urbanization  of  public  old  age  in- 
stitutions, and  postponement  of  automatic  retirement  beyond  age  65  have 
been  suggested  by  a  unique  Chicago  research  team  as  answers  to  the  nation's 
increasingly  pressing  problem  old  old  age*. 

The  study,  headed  by  Leonard  Z.  Breen,  assistant  professor  of  so- 
ciology at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  marked  the  first  time  socio- 
logists and  physicians  have  combined  forces  for  an  understanding  of  the 
social  nature  of  aging. 

Dr«  Ernest  W»  Burgess,  professor  emeritus  of  sociology,  and 
Dr.  Henrietta  Herbolsheiraer,  assistant  professor  of  the  medical  school, 
both  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  assisted  Breen  in  the  study. 

Their  recommendations  were  based  on  a  study  of  Vanderburgh  county, 
Indiana,  where  the  old  age  problem  reflects  on  a  slightly  greater  scale 
what  is  happening  throughout  the  country.  The  aged  population  there, 
65  years  or  older,  has  risen  66  per  cent  since  19hO. 

Nationally,  population  of  persons  more  than  65  years  old  has 
quadrupled  while  general  population  figures  have  only  doubled. 

If  one  solution  to  the  national  problem  stood  out  from  the 

group's  vast  assortment  of  interviews,  statistics,  and  correlations, 

it  was  in  foster  homes  for  the  aged*

Hacement  in  foster  homes  is  beneficial  for  the  young,  easier 
on  the  aged,  and  more  economical  for  the  government,  according  to  the 
researchers, 

"Too  maxy  young  people  today  can't  develop  socially  normal  be- 
cause they  don't  understand  death.  Consequently,  when  death  in  the 
family  strikes,  they  often  go  to  pieces,"  Breen  explained. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  aged,  placement  in  foster  homes  when 
their  own  families  cannot  or  will  not  take  care  of  them  is  desirable  be- 
cause it  permits  old  people  to  continue  as  part  of  normal  society, 

"They  don't  want  to  be  shunted  off  to  die  like  elephants,"  Breen 
said. 

The  research  group  is  against  "planned"  communities  where  only 
a  few  old  people  live,  because  it  deprives  young  persons  of  guidance  and 
the  community  of  totality. 

Economically,  the  investigations  showed  that  while  hospitalization 
for  the  aged  averages  $16  a  day,  the  same  care  under  "home  care  programs," 
where  doctors  and  nurses  come  into  the  home,  costs  only  $3   a  day, 

"Foster  home,  however,  present  only  a  partial  ansv/er  to  the 
country's  old  age  problems,"  Breen  said,  "There  are  still  those  who  must 
live  out  the  remainder  of  their  lives  in  public  institutions," 

Recognizing  this,  the  research  team  formulated  specific  recommen- 
dations for  the  Vanderburgh  county  officials,   "Urbanizing"  homes  for  the 
aged  was  rated  high  among  the  committee  members  who  don't  believe  in  se- 
gregating old  people  merely  because  of  their  age. 

Under  present  laws  in  Indiana  and  some  other  states,  the  infirmary 
must  be  a  farm,  but  only  four  of  85  residents  at  the  Vanderburgh  home 
previously  had  been  farmers,

"They  want  to  be  able  to  enjoy  movies,  television,  religious 
services,  and  other  benefits  of  city  life,  like  anyone  else,"  Breen 
explained. 

DTa  Burgess  said  present  methods  of  "getting  rid"  of  old 
people  are  turning  them  into  "human  vegetables," 

The  team  suggested  that,  where  necessary,  local  officials  appeal 
to  their  state  legislatures  to  bring  homes  for  the  aged  up  to  date  and 
close  to  urban  areas  so  old  persons  can  enjoy  city  facilities. 

Another  suggestion  is  that  industry  alter  its  usual  plan  of 
automatically  retiring  employees  when  they  reach  6p,  If  the  conmunity 
is  not  to  suffer,  people  must  be  taught  that  aging  is  a  matter  of  physio- 
logy, psychology,  aid  social  acceptance,  and  not  merely  chronology,  Breen 
said*. 

Collecting  medical  data  to  support  these  suggestion  occupied 
Dr.  Herbolsheimer.  She  prepared  questionnaires  requesting  physicians  for 
detailed  information  about  persons  older  than  55  who  entered  hospitals 
or  doctor's  offices  for  any  reasono 

Information  obtained  on  prevalence  of  chronic  illness  among  older 
persons  was  correlated  with  sociological  information  laboriously  compiled 
by  Burgess  and  Breen. 

In  Vanderburgh  county  they  analyzed  social  data  from  the  follow- 
ing sources: 

--Old  age  assistance  rolls  where  1,600  persons  were  listed, 

—Destitute  residents  of  the  existing  county  home, 

—Industrial  plants  covering  pension  plans  for  about  31,000  persons, 
or  about  SO   per  cent  of  all  employment  in  the  community.

The  team  examined  statistics  from  population  and  mortality  ana- 
lysis from  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health,  Federal  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics,  and  the  Census  Bureau  in  order  to  compare  Vanderburgh  county 
with  the  rest  of  the  nation. 

They  found  Indiana  was  ninth  highest  in  proportion  of  aged  po- 
pulation, while  Vanderburgh  rated  first  among  all  Indiana  counties. 

The  problem  of  old  age  is  further  aggrevated  in  the  county,  Breen 
said,  because  of  the  tri-state  circulation  of  old  people  in  Evansville 
vjelfare  homes, 

Indiana  is  only  an  example  of  what  is  happening  throughout  the 
country  where  old  age  statistics  have  slqrrocketed  out  of  proportion  to 
general  population  increases,  he  explained. 

The  committee's  survey  attributed  this  rise  not  only  to  the  more 
publicized  improvements  in  medical  care,  but  also  to  better  sanitation 
brought  about  urbanization,  rigid  food  inspection  and  distribution,  and 
other  health  measures  that  have  cut  disease* 

"Some  societies  have  been  known  to  abandon  their  non-productive 
members  when  they  become  too  old  to  hunt.  Of  course  that  idea  is  foreign 
to  western  culture,  and  it  presents  a  tough  job  for  our  society,"  Breen  said. 

He  was  optimistic  as  to  the  outcome  of  the  national  old-age  problem, 
however, 

"After  all,  it  is  the  present  generation  that  will  reap  the  benefits 
of  its  own  work*" 

Local  officials  must  decide  whether  they  want  homes  for  the  aged 

or  for  the  abandoned,  but  the  two  should  not  be  mixed,  he  said.  The  survey 

revealed  39  of  the  residents  of  the  Vanderburgh  home  are  less  than  65  and 

one  was  as  young  as  U3»

Population  of  the  home  was  reported  to  fluctuate  between  100  in 
the  winter  and  80  in  the  summer.  Breen  said  during  the  depression  the 
institution  housed  as  many  as  300  persons,  vjho  were  terribly  overcrowded.. 

The  committee,  which  has  been  studying  old  age  in  Vanderburgh 
county  since  December,  1953,  hopes  to  lay  the  groundwork  so  county  officials 
can  provide  adequately  for  similar  fluctuations  in  the  future.

A  light-vieight  titanium  alloy  considered  suitable  as  a  replace- 
ment for  steel  in  military  weapons  has  been  developed  for  the  Ordnance 
corps  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago. 

Use  of  the  alloy  in  the  manufacture  of  heavy  weapons  and  tanks 
would  greatly  increase  their  mobility,  according  to  Dr«  Donald  J.  McPherson, 
nonferrous  metallurgy  supervisor  at  the  Foundation. 

The  alloy  was  developed  during  the  course  of  a  program  being  spon- 
sored at  the  Foundation  by  the  VJatertown  Arsenal  laboratory,  Watertown, 
Mass.  The  laboratory  administers  much  titanium  research  for  the  Army. 

Dr.  McPherson  explained  that  plates  of  the  new  alloy  fabricated 
by  ARF  engineers  were  heat-treated  and  tested  at  Watertown  and  found  to 
be  "very  promising.." 

Col.  BtS.  Mesick,  commanding  officer  of  the  arsenal  and  coordi- 
nator of  the  Army  titanium  program,  revealed  that  the  titanium  alloy  is 
UO  per  cent  lighter  in  weight  than  high-strength  steel. 

The  Watertown  tests  also  show  that  the  alloy  is  highly  corrosion- 
resistant  and  has  properties  which  compare  favorably  with  those  of  steel 
used  in  manufacturing  weapons,

Ordnance  stressed  that  further  tests  must  be  made  to  assure  that 
the  siloy  is  as  good  as  first  tests  tndipate^    But  the  alloy  is  considered 
by  Ordnance  as  a  potential  substitute  tear  ste^l  in  many  ordnance  components^ 

Another  property  determined  by  the  Watertwon  tests  is  that  the  alloy 
shows  tensile  strengths  up  to  192^000  pounds  per  gquare  inch.     This  is 
approximately  U2|,00Q  pounds  per  square  inch  stronger  than  afgr  commercial 
alloy  of  titanium  now  being  pro^uced^ 

Armour  Research  Foundation,  which  has  been  cpnducting  titanium 
research  for  five  years,  is  continuing  its  work  in  the  program  which  ren 
sulte4  in  the  new  alloy,  Hr^  l^Phereon  reported,.

He  is  Dr»  Richard  A.  Carrigan,  supervisor  of  analytical  chemistry

The  method  is  described  in  a  revised  edition  of  a  booklet, 
entitled,  "Evaluating  Blast  Effects  on  Buildings,"  prepared  by  the

Purpose  of  the  booklet  is  to  assist  architects  in  the  analysis 
and  design  of  structures*  The  method  is  based  on  research  conducted  by 
the  Foundation  for  the  U.S.  Air  Force  the  last  four  years* 

Bnploying  mathematical  "models"  of  one-story  steel  and  concrete 
buildings,  the,  method  calculatea  the  maximum  displacement  of  the  tops 
of  the  buildings*. 

A  measure  of  the  displacement  of  actual  structure  is  obtained 
by  analyzing  the  behavior  of  mass  and  spring  of  the  building  as  repre- 
sented in  the  model.  Elastic ally,  the  mathematical  model  is  similar 
to  the  building  and  is  subjected  to  a  similar  force* 

The  motion  of  the  model  indicates  the  motion  under  actual  blast 
of  an  atomic  bomb.  While  the  predicted  response  itself  cannot  be  pin- 
pointed, the  scientists  say  the  prediction  provides  a  measure  of  the 
uoper  and  lower  limits  of  the  true  response.

Michigan  City,  Indo~A  middle  path  between  the  popular  defense 
theories  of  A-bomb-proofing  and  dispersing  industrial  buildings  was 
suggested  here  tonight  by  a  Chicago  scientist* 

Ray  W»  Sauer,  supervisor  of  structural  analysis  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  advocated: 

—Dispersal  to  a  degree  that  will  lessen  vulnerability  of  essen- 
tial industry,  when  this  can  be  done  without  disrupting  the  econony* 

—Shelters  that  will  offer  protection,  but  which  fall  short  of 
being  bomb-proof  in  close  proximity  to  a  nuclear  explosion, 

Sauer  addressed  his  remarks  to  the  Northern  Indiana  section  of 
the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  at  its  annual  dinner  meeting  in 
the  Spaulding  hotel, 

"Buildings  can  be  made  resistant  to  atomic  bombs,  but  it  is  not 
economically  feasible,  nor  is  it  wise,  to  build  many  of  them  that  way«" 

Such  a  program  would  result  in  a  waste  of  manpower  and  resources, 
which  would  harm  this  country  and  aid  the  enemy,  he  said. 

Spacing  of  critical  structures  at  such  distances  that  no  two  of 

them  could  be  destroyed  by  a  single  bomb,  Sauer  called  "the  worst  possible 

means  of  defense."

In  order  to  do  this,  the  industrial  centers  would  have  to  be 
dissolved,  he  explained. 

"It  would  be  folly  to  sacrifice  productivity  in  the  name  of 
protecting  it#  It  is  not  within  our  power  to  transform  a  city  from  a 
target  to  no  target," 

It  is  possible,  though,  to  reduce  the  target  attractiveness  of 
cities,  he  said,  by  less  extreme  measures, 

A  partially  bomb-proof  sturcture  could  be  built  cheaper  by  using 
less  material  if  some  degree  of  flexibility  could  be  incorporated  in  the 
design,  he  explained.  It  might  be  distorted,  but  it  would  still  stand 
after  an  explosion* 

Sauer  said  the  nation's  engineers  should  take  the  initiative 
in  offering  a  plan  for  "survival  of  the  nation," 

The  plan  he  advocated  would  provide  for  the  enactment  of  regu- 
lations equivalent  to  nation-wide  zoning  regulations  and  building  codes. 
These  would  be  enforced  by  the  goverrment  for  certain  strategic  industries. 

All  industry  could  not  be  protected  because,  in  many  cases,  it 
would  be  cheaper  to  rebuild  a  factory  two  or  three  times  for  the  cost  of 
bomb-proofing  it,  he  felt. 

Because  of  the  selective  nature  of  the  plan,  he  said,  only  the 
national  government  could  direct  it  to  prevent  widespread  waste,

Last  month  was  the  cleanest  June  on  record  in  Chicago,  largely 
because  of  a  relatively  low  wind  velocity  and  high  temperatures. 

An  average  U2  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  hit  the  city,  accord- 
ing to  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology* 

Low  wind  speed,  averaging  9»2  miles  an  hour,  failed  to  stir  much 
dust  into  the  air,  according  to  William  A,  Dupraw,  research  analytical 
chemist  at  the  Foundation*  Wind  velocity  was  1»U  miles  an  hour  less  than 
the  May  1  figure,  he  said* 

The  dustfall  figure,  down  almost  17  tons  from  a  year  ago  June, 
contrasted  with  U9t52  tons  last  M^  and  80. 77  tons  in  April* 

High  temperatures  during  the  month  also  helped  to  hold  down  dust- 
fall  by  rendering  heating  in  homes  and  businesses  unnecessary,  Dupraw 
added* 

The  temperature,  which  broke  records  on  seven  days  during  the 
month,  averaged  75*7  degrees,  or  6,3  degrees  higher  than  normal  for  June. 

Although  rainfall  was  slightly  heavier  than  normal,  it  was  not 
sufficient  to  bring  down  much  dust,  Dupraw  explained*  Rainfall  averaged 
U*27  inches  for  June,  less  than  an  eighth  of  an  inch  more  than  normal. 

Monthly  dustfall  data  has  been  compiled  by  Armour  Research 
Foundation  as  a  public  service  since  19U6  for  the  city's  Department  of  Air

A  xJind  tunnel  especially  designed  for  heat  transfer  studies 
just  below  the  speed  of  sound  will  be  constructed  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  under  an  Air  Force  research  contracts 

Purpose  of  the  studies  will  be  to  gather  basic  information 
which  can  be  used  in  such  problems  as  de-icing  and  anti-icing  at  the 
high  subsonic  speed  levels.  The  tunnel  will  maintain  a  jet  of  ?75 
horsepower. 

Little  heat  transfer  research  has  been  done  at  this  velocity 
range  so  far,  said  Dr.  Max  Jakob,  director  of  the  heat  transfer 
laboratory  of  Illinois  Tech's  mechanical  engineering  department  and 
one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on  heat  transfer. 

Announcement  of  the  tunnel's  construction  was  made  after  the 
Air  Force  granted  a  $1*0,000  extension  to  a  19^2  contract  for  heat 
transfer  research  work  at  ITT. 

The  original  contract  was  for  $75,000,  making  a  total  of 
$11^,000  for  the  studies  and  the  design  and  construction  of  the  tunnel. 

Unlike  the  better  known  wind  tunnels,  this  one  mil  be  small 

and  relatively  inexpensive  but  will  incorporate  many  of  the  features  of 

the  larger  tunnels,  Dr«  Jakob  said.  It  should  be  completed  by  the 

end  of  the  year

Prof,  Stothe  P.  Kezios,  designer  of  the  tunnel,  described  it 
as  forming  a  rectangle  and  occup^dng  an  area  25  by  50  feet,  voidest 
part  of  the  tunnel,  he  said,  would  be  a  5-foot  square  cross  section. 

But  the  portion  where  the  actual  test  speeds  are  attained  will 
be  a  "throat"  3  inches  wide,  20  inches  high,  and  36  inches  long.  In 
this  restricted  area,  precision  studies  will  be  conducted  on  the 
leading  edge  of  an  airfoil  6  inches  long,  Kezios  said. 

The  tunnel  will  be  capable  of  maintaining  a  high  velocity 
airstream  xjith  a  relatively  low  horsepower  compressor  because  the  air 
will  circulate  continuously  rather  than  being  exhausted  after  passing 
the  test  area,  he  explained. 

Additional  efficiency  is  made  possible  by  structural  design 
which  conserves  most  of  the  energy  of  the  air  as  it  passes  out  of  the 
throat  into  a  wider  section  of  the  tunnel,  he  said.

A  shortage  of  home  economics  teachers  and  dieticians  has  resulted 
in  unlimited  job  opportunities  for  home  economics  graduates,  according 
to  Miss  Louise  Mojonnier,  chairman  of  the  home  economics  department  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Paradoxically,  a  large  number  of  home  economists  never  use  their 
degrees  professionally. 

"More  than  half  of  the  Illinois  Tech  home  economics  majors  get 
married  while  they  are  still  in  school  or  shortly  thereafter,"  MLss 
Mojonnier  said* 

"Perhaps  the  marriageability  quotient  of  home  economics  graduates 
is  higher  than  for  girls  in  other  fields  because  the  home  economists 
enjoy  an  added  advantage  of  being  better  equipped  to  manage  a  home,"

The  survey  of  five-year  classes  beginning  with  the  Class  of  1929 
was  conducted  by  Earl  Co  Kubicek,  director  of  alumni  relations  and  place- 
ment at  Illinois  Tech,  ' 

"Before  the  crash,  engineering  graduates  earned  an  average  start- 
ing salary  of  approximately  0ll5  a  month— a  lucrative  sum  in  those  days," 
Kubicek  said, 

"The  'Black  Friday'  fiasco  virtually  vjiped  out  the  engineering  job 
market  and  the  few  Jobs  that  were  available  paid  a  mere  pittance,"  he  added. 

By  193kf  engineering  graduates  were  receiving  an  average  starting 
salary  of  less  than  OlOO  a  month.  These  same  graduates  today  are  earning 
a  median  salary  of  08, 500  to  C'9,000,  according  to  results  of  the  survey. 

Conditions  had  improved  slightly  for  the  1939  engineering  graduates 
xTho  started  at  an  average  monthly  salarj;-  of  '•illO,  During  the  intervening 
years,  their  median  salary  rose  to  v-B, 500-/9, 000  a  year — four  tines  their 
starting  rate. 
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The  advent  of  the  technological  age  and  the  wartime  boom  boosted 
the  beginning  salary  average  to  •'?193  when  members  of  ILlinois  Tech's  19UU 
engineering  class  received  their  diplomas*  In  the  short  span  of  10  years 
their  median  salary  increased  to  .',,.7*500-^,^8,000;  the  survey  revealedt 

Salaries  continued  to  spiral,  and  in  19h9,  IIT  engineering  graduates 
were  offered  starting  salaries  of  §282  a  month,.  Five  years  after  graduation, 
their  initial  salary  has  been  doubled  in  many  instances  with  the  class  median 
at  $?5,500-f;';i6,000, 

Illinois  Tech's  19Sh   graduates  were  offered  an  average  starting 
salary  of  Cj362, 

"Engineers  rank  with  doctors,  dentists  and  lawyers  in  the  upper  in- 
come bracket  among  college  graduates,"  Kubicek  said, 

"Even  as  early  as  19U7  approximately  ^2%   of  the  engineering  graduates 
in  the  nation  were  earning  r?5>500  or  more,  with  Illinois  Tech  graduates 
starting  at  almost  $20  a  month  higher  than  the  national  average,"  he  added.

A  new  additive  to  salt  may  make  it  easier  for  farm  animals  to  go 
through  life  vri.thout  developing  goiter» 

The  additive,  cuprous  iodide,  has  been  suggested  by  scientists  to 
replace  potassium  iodide  in  goiter-preventing  salt. 

The  salt  investigations  are  being  carried  on  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  under  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Morton  Salt  company. 

Because  it  is  insoluable  in  water  and  more  stable  as  a  compound, 
cuprous  iodide  first  xras  studied  for  use  in  salt  licks  for  farm  anijnals, 
and  in  mineral  supplements  fed  to  livestock,  according  to  Dr,  Sidney 
Ilittler,  research  biologist,  and  Dr,  G,  Harvey  Benham,  supervisor  of  the 
biochemistry  section,  both  at  the  Foundation, 

"Iodizing  salt  helps  prevent  goiter.  But  the  iodine  content  is 
easily  leached  out  of  the  salt  additive  now  used  in  animal  feeds  by  ex- 
posure to  moisture,"  they  explained. 

Cuprous  iodide  also  may  be  used  in  table  salt  for  human  consump- 
tion because  the  present  additive,  potassium  iodide,  sometimes  decomposes 
even  vjithout  moisture,  they  added. 

But  changing  of  the  iodine  additive  in  table  salt  would  come  only 
after  exhaustive  tests  on  animals.

Preliminary  testing  of  the  iodized  salt  on  white  rats  and  other 
laboratory  animals  has  been  conducted  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  for 
about  a  year  and  a  half  as  part  of  a  trace  elements  study  in  nutrition. 

Cooked  and  canned  vegetables  containing  the  cuprous  iodide  are 
being  tested  for  vitamin  loss  at  the  Foundation,  but  no  undue  loss  has 
been  noted,  according  to  the  scientists. 

They  said  only  one-hundredth  of  1  per  cent  of  the  cuprous  iodide 
would  be  added  to  salt.  Concentrations  of  100  times  the  daily  require- 
ment have  been  fed  for  several  months,  x-riLthout  ill  effects,  to  a  pair  of 
cats  and  other  laboratory  animals  in  the  Foundation  laboratory,

The  rains  that  saved  the  area's  crops  last  month  also  were  res- 
ponsible for  one  of  Chicago's  dirtiest  months  of  July  on  record. 

An  average  of  5l»lli  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  on  the  city, 
the  second  highest  total  recorded  for  the  month  of  July  in  the  eight  years 
that  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  have  been  measuring  and  analyzing  the  city's  dustfall, 

"July  usually  is  one  of  the  cleanest  months  of  the  year,"  said 
William  A,  Dupraw,  research  analytical  chemist  at  the  Foundation,  "but  the 
thunderstorms  of  the  past  month  brought  dovm  the  dust  as  well  as  nearly 
$0   per  cent  above  the  normal  amount  of  rain*" 

The  average  rainfall  during  the  month  of  July  measured  h*$B   inches-- 
1,85  inches  more  than  normal* 

According  to  Foundation  records,  only  the  dustfall  for  July,  19h6 
exceeded  the  total  for  this  year»  In  19U6,  the  first  year  that  ARF  scientists 
kept  records  of  dustfall,  63*76  tons  of  dust  descended  on  the  city. 

The  July  figure  is  up  9,lU  tons  from  June  vjhen  a  record  low  for  the 
month  was  established^

— Application  is  easy,  requiring  neither  expensive  equipment  nor 
protected  heating,

This  allows  sheet  metals  coated 
with  solution  ceramics  to  be  stamped  after  coating, 

--Most  solution  ceramics  are  so  adherent  to  the  surface  of  the 
underlying  material  that  other  coatings  can  be  anchored  to  them, 

--Like  most  ceramic  materials,  solution  ceramic  coatings  are  them- 
selves resistant  to  chemical  attack,  even  at  high  temperatures.  This  is 
especially  evident  vfhen  the  ceramic  itself  is  refractory  and  stable. 

The  new  coating  process  was  developed  by  two  members  of  the  Founda- 
tion's ceramic  and  minerals  research  department,  Samuel  W,  Bradstreet  Jr*, 
supervisor  of  the  chemistry  of  mineral  products  section,  and  J,  Scott  Grif- 
fith, supervisor  of  the  geology  and  mineralogy  section. 

The  process  will  be  made  available  to  industrial  firms  through 
license  agreements  x-ihich  will  allow  them  to  use  Foundation  patents  novr 
applied  for  in  solution  ceramics. 

The  companies  will  benefit  from  Foundation  research,  while  royal- 
ties from  licensees  will  be  used  for  further  research  on  solution  ceramics. 
Research  findings  will  be  made  available  exclusively  to  licensees.

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Solution  ceramics,  Gi^ffith  stressed,  should  be  judged  on  their  in- 
dividual merits  and  cannot  be  compared  xdth  conventional  coatings^  such  as 
porcelain  enamel.  They  should  be  regarded  as  nevr  materials,  he  elaborated* 

There  are  many  tridely  different  solution  ceramics,  Bradstreet  ex- 
plained. The  coatings  he  and  Griffith  have  studied  most  intensively  are 
refractory  metal  oxides'—zirconia,  chromia,  titania,  ceria,  magnesia,  and 
similar  materials. 

But  Bradstreet  emphasized  that  the  solution  ceramics  process  is  not 
limited  to  such  compounds.  Certain  phosphates,  silicates,  fluosilicates, 
oxyhalides,  and  even  metals,  he  added,  can  be  deposited  in  this  way,  and  two 
or  more  of  the  materials  can  be  co-deposited  or  applied  in  separate  layers. 

Bradstreet  and  Griffith  see  a  number  of  potential  applications  for 
process,  ranging  from  fovmdry  uses  through  others  in  ceramics, 

--Foundry  applications  include  coatings  for  molds,  cores,  chills, 
inserts,  stoppers,  runners,  crucibles  or  holding  ladles,  and  die-casting 
reservoirs  and  metal  pumps,  facing  coatings,  and  upgrading  molding  sands. 

—The  process  might  be  used  to  provide  high-temperature  coating  for 
resistor  vrire  or  tape,  condensers,  wire-wound  conductors,  and  thermocouples* 

—Ceramics  applications  might  include  colorant  for  pottery,  tile, 
and  glass,  and  coating  method  for  applying  conductive,  photo-emissive,  cata- 
lytic, or  decorative  coatings  to  glass,  ceramics,  and  cermets,  which  are 
composites  of  ceramics  and  m.etals.

Bellamy's  assignment  will  be  to  aid  in  phase  two  of  a  Fovindation 
project  to  advise  in  the  building  and  operation  of  the  plant  under  the  Foreign 
Operations  Administration's  foreign  aid  program.  Phase  one,  recently  completed, 
consisted  of  design  and  erection  of  the  plant  and  determination  of  suitable 
local  raw  materials » 

From  1915  to  1927^  Bellamy  headed  ceramic  manufacturing  at  VJestem 
Electric  company,  leaving  to  develop  the  refractory  insulating  brick  viith 
the  Smith-Totman  company  and  later  i-dth  the  A«P,  Green  Firebrick  company.

Recent  legislation  has  given  birth  to  a  new  industry— private  atomic 
energy — and  has  turned  the  dream  of  an  atomic  age  into  reality. 

To  keep  pace  with  the  tremendous  technological  advances  expected 
to  result  from  industrial  use  of  atomic  energy,  many  engineers  will  find 
they  must  supplement  their  engineering  training  with  a  knowledge  of  nucleonics c 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology—cognizant  of  future  demands  upon 
engineers— will  offer  for  the  first  time  this  fall  a  new  course  in  nuclear 
engineering, 

"Assuming  only  the  background  of  the  engineering  graduate,  the  course 
is  designed  to  instruct  the  engineer  in  the  fundamentals  of  radioactivity 
and  the  manipulation  and  control  of  atomic  energy,"  it  was  announced  by 
William  A,  Leviis,  dean  of  Illinois  Tech's  graduate  school, 

"Beginning  with  a  review  of  elementals,  the  course  will  proceed 
through  reactor  theory  and  'pile'  management  to  personal  protection,  radiation 
damage,  and  chemical  reprocessing,"  he  explained. 

The  cotirse  will  be  taught  by  Dr,  VJalter  Fagan,  who  helped  develop 
the  atomic-powered  submarine  Nautilus,  Dr,  Fagan  received  his  doctorate  in 
chemical  engineering  in  19^9  at  Illinois  Tech  and  is  now  engaged  in  research 
at  the  American  Machine  and  Foiindry  company,  Chicago, 
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Nuclear  engineering  course— page  two 

Elementary  particles  and  radioactivity  will  be  studied  and  typical 
nuclear  reactions  and  their  kinetics,  including  decay  constants,  half  lives, 
and  cross  sections  will  be  covered  by  the  course. 

The  course  will  include  development  of  reactor  theory  and  the  history 
of  neutrons  in  a  nuclear  reactor;  calculation  of  neutron  flux  and  the  dif- 
fusion of  neutrons  by  Fick's  law;  derivation  of  "pile"  equations  and  related 
expressions  for  criticality,  moderation,  sloi-ring  do>m,  multiplication  con- 
stant age,  diffusion  length,  and  buckling,  and  discussion  of  reaction  kinet- 
ics and  control, 

"Personnel  protection  by  shielding  and  the  mechanisms  involved  are 
studied  in  the  nuclear  engineering  course,"  Dean  Lewsi  said,  "Problems  in 
heat  transfer  in  reactor  cores  and  shields  are  solved,  and  temperature  dis- 
tributions and  heat  generations  in  coolants,  fuel  elements,  and  shields  are 
calcualted," 

Radiation  damage  to  materials  and  chemical  processing  of  spent  reactor 
cores  also  are  described  in  the  course. 

Prerequisites  for  the  nuclear  engineering  course  are  a  bachelor's 
degree  from  an  accredited  institution  in  one  of  the  fields  of  engineering  or 
in  chemistry  or  physics.  The  course  carries  four  semester  hours  of  graduate 
credit. 

Classes  will  meet  from  6:20  to  8  p.m,  on  VJednesdays  and  Fridays 
throughout  the  semester  beginning  Sept,  20, 

Registration  for  the  course  will  be  held  from  6  to  8  p.m,  Friday, 
Sept,  17,  in  the  office  of  the  Illinois  Tech  graduate  school.  Metallurgical
